HOPE TO WIND UP HUGHES 


ESTATE BY COMING FALL 


The task of winding up the estate of 


the late John E. Hughes w ho died two 
jears ago is progressing as rapidlv as 
possible under the terms of his will 
Quite recently the question has been 
asked when the two largest bequests 
would be made available. 8250,000 for 
the Danville General hospital and the 
$2 500 000 for the establishment of an 
orphanage for white bovs and girls of 
Virginia and North Carolina 
Julian 


Meade counsel for Mr Hughes and 
one of his executors stated vesterda} 
afternoon that the business of liqui- 
dating an estate of such far reaching 
proportions was not easy and that the 
wishes of the testator were beii»g ear- 
ned out as scrupulouslv as possible 
It w-ould have been a oomparativ elv 
eas} matter to wind up the estate and 
convert it into monev but it u> pointed 
out there is a specific injunction to- 
wards the end of the will requiring 
that the estate be not liquidated too 
rapidly 
The section referred to is 


as follows 
"In ordei that mv estate and mv as- 


sociates and fellow stockholders maj 
not"suffer through too rapid a liquida- 
tion of mv assets I do heiebv author- 
ize and 
empower mv executors 
in 


their discretion to pledge and to use 
the assets of my estate and to guar- 
antee b} indorsement or otherwise 
such transactions of the companies in 
which I am interested as thev mav 
deem necessarv for the preservation 
of the assets of mv estate x x x 
For this reason the executors have 


rot pushed the liquidation to a hastv 
conclusion but have converted pi op- 
em 
owned bv the te«tator both in 


Virginia and North Carolina lealizing 
enough monev to pav off all of the 
bequests except the last two 
The

Eventually we got the California sit- 
uation well Jn hand, and began look- 
in* around for other fields. 


Mexico was the nearest and most
